Report of the Superintendent 


To the School Board of New Castle: 


I herewith submit to you my third annual report as sup- 
erintendent of the New Castle public schools. 

During the past year we have continued .our efforts to 
increase the efficiency of the schools of New Castle. 

We retained the services of all three of our teachers and 
they have continued to render faithful, painstaking and effic- 
ient service. In November with your permission we engaged 
the services of Mrs. Mary Poore of Portsmouth as supervisor 
of music. Mrs. Poore visits the schools once in two weeks 
and the pupils are rapidly increasing their knowledge of music. 
This we believe will be an asset to them, not only during their 
youth and school days but for all of their lives. 

Last spring the schools entered the contest of clean-up- 
week under the auspices of the Portsmouth Chamber of Com- 
merce and were awarded the first prize. 

The attendance has been very good during the year and 
this factor has contributed towards efficient work in the 
schools. 

Many text books which were worn out and out-of-date 
have been replaced with new. A new International Dictionary 
has been added to the equipment of the Junior High School. 
We need a sewing machine for the use of the classes in do- 
mestic science. 

The present primary room is hard to ventilate and too 
small for the proper accommodation of the first three grades. 
We wish some arrangements could be made whereby this 
school room could occupy the entire first floor of the school 
building. This would give these pupils better light, better 
ventilation, more and needed blackboards, and space for activ- 
ities which the present quarters will not permit. 

I desire to renew my recommendation of last year, that 
plans be made for the erection in the near future of a building 
sufficiently large to accommoaate all the pupils of Grades 1 
to 8, inclusive, and equipped with the best modern facilities 
for carrying on school work. 

Why could not a committee be appointed to consider 
and investigate this matter, and report at the next annual 
school meeting? 

I desire to express my appreciation of the hearty co- 
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operation of you as members of the school board, of the teach- 
ers for their loyalty and faithful work, and of the citizens for 
your support and interest.
